silver mines of California?" 


"Although rich, they are virtually 


shut up, because the general quicksil- 
ver agency for tha 'world is the Eothfl- 
ehilds, and they jure now producing it 
iu Spain aod selling it at less than it can 
bo mined in California. They sell it, 
for instance, at 30 cents a pound, and 
it costs perhaps 22 cents at tho Now
